dr(*s here Saturday afternoon ai ihe 
conference of Ohio Progressives that 
roused the m ilitant spirit at the Chi- 
igo convention and brouuht the au­ 
dience to its feet. 
While the address had 
not 
been 
fully matured in advance, the speaker 
developed his views of the underlying 
principles of the party and present d 
them In that ornate style for which h»> 
is famed, and started anew, apparent­ 
ly. the Progressive campaign in th 
State. 
As had b»-en expected, 
the 
wet 
and dry question came to the fron’ 
and was met with a platform declara­ 
tion. 
There w ere too many of the 
long established stalw art dry leaders 
in the conference for the question to 
be avoided. T here appeared little in­ 
clination to avoid 
it. although 
the 
declaration was not so strong and 
sweeping as some 
of the 
militant 
loaders counseled. It declares for the 
submission of an Amendment to the 
federal constitution 
placing 
in 
the 
hands of congress th e power to deal 
with the liquor question. 
A positive stand was taken foi equal 
suffrage, an action th a t brought great 
delight to Mrs. H arriet Taylor Upton, 
of W arren, president of the suffrage 
forces of the state, who attended the 
conference 
Home rule of a real nature was ap 
proved and any schem e of stale com­ 
mission©* that invaded that n ^ it was 
denounced as wrong in principle. ,Fhe 
full and im partial enforcement of all 
laws, no backw ard step in local op­ 
tion laws or others th at Involve moral 
issues, was advocated. 
Good roads and federal aid for them 
in connection with the plan of state 
improvement 
were 
recommended; 
with ample attention to 
dirt 
r*6Fls 
in the rural sections; the 
payment 
of all license fees from 
automobiles 
into the road funds was espoused , the 
exemption from taxation of personal 
property to the extent of $500 was 
recommended; a non-partisan 
judic­ 
iary and speedieT 
justice 
were 
de­ 
manded. 
The declared Plan did not call for 
the selection of a state ticket at the 
conference, even in an advisory m an­ 
ner, the declaration being 
that full 
state, district and county tickets are 
to be put in the field, but are to he 
chosen under the provision 
of 
the 
state primary law, Wp judicial candi­ 
dates were provided for. 
.Through all the speeches there ran 
violent opposition to any 
plan 
of 
amalgamation w ith the 
Republican 
papty. Every speaker assailed 
the 
plan as a trick and utterly unthink­ 
able, save at the sacrifice 
of 
party 
and personal principle. 
Tames R. Garfield, introduced as 
the next governor of Ohio, branded as 
farce and a delusion the claim of 
the 
Republicans that 
Progressives 
ouid find the prim aries open go they 
could vote for Republicans, saying 
such a plan contem plated trampling 
the laws of th e state. 
Garfield 
urged th at Progressives take a stand 
and put at rest all rumors of nego­ 
tiations and stories of amalgamation. 
On the stage were A. 1*. Garford, 
W alter Brown, J. W. Conger, 
Jam es 
Garfield, John L- Sullivan, C. 
L. 
Allen, J. H. C. Lyon, Judge 
William 
Jttloford and many other party lead 
era. 
Chairman Brown said he was de­ 
lighted there was 
one 
party 
not 
afraid to hold an open convention. 
He said the state committee 
would 
undertake to circulate petitions for 
state candidates but counties m ust 
attend to their own affair» 
Subscriptions for the coming cam­ 
paign amounted to several thousand 
dollars. 
The party declaration against am al­ 
gamation will go to the state conven­ 
tion as a plank in the platform. The
